BUSINESS  IN  ILLINOIS. 

Ordinary. — Not  including  industrial  business  or  group  insurance,  the 
companies  wrote  in  this  State  in  1921,  232,800  policies  for  $546,337,612.79  of 
insurance,  being  41,726  less  policies  in  number,  and  $71,974,471.34  less  insur- 
ance than  was  written  in  1920.  The  premiums  received  on  such  business 
in  this  State  during  1921  amounted  to  $91,882,127.18,  being  more  than  the 
amount  received  in  1921  by  $8,813,751.50.  The  losses  paid  were  $268,091.48 
less  than  during  the  preceding  year,  being  $24,867,493.10. 

The  business  in  force  in  this  State  at  the  end  of  the  year  1921  was 
$284,655,175.78  in  excess  of  the  amount  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.  This  net  increase  in  business  in  force  is  equal  to  52  per  cent  of  the 
new  business  written. 

Group. — The  total  number  of  policies  of  group  insurance  written  in 
Illinois  during  1921  was  93,  amounting  to  $52,823,597.00  of  insurance. 

At  the  end  of  1921  the  companies  had  in  force  group  insurance  on  the 
lives  of  citizens  in  this  State  amounting  to  $100,858,494.00,  represented  by  396 
policies.  The  total  amount  of  premiums  paid  on  this  class  of  business  by 
citizens  of  Ihis  State  in  1921  was  $993,126.36,  and  the  total  amount  of  losses 
paid  in  this  State  by  the  companies  was  $640,063.02. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS. 
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Industrial. — The  total  number  of  policies  of  industrial  insurance  written 
in  Illinois  during  1921  was  608,686,  amounting  to  $110,279,845.00  of  insurance, 
being  40,907  policies  more  in  number  and  $13,682,848.03  more  in  amount 
than  the  insurance  written  during  the  preceding  year. 

At  the  end  of  1921  the  companies  had  in  force  industrial  insurance  on 
the  lives  of  citizens  of  this  State  amounting  to  $520,197,864.75,  represented 
by  3,621,992  policies.

LEGAL  RESERVE  LIFE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES  IN  PROCESS 
OF  ORGANIZATION. 

By  the  terms  of  "An  Act  in  relation  to  the  promotion  and  organization 
of  insurance  corporations  and  to  repeal  a  certain  Act  therein  named,"  effec- 
tive July  1,  1921,  capital  stock  insurance  companies  in  process  of  organiza- 
tion under  the  laws  of  this  State  were  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  and  conditions  were  prescribed  as  to 
the  form  of  stock  subscription  blank  to  be  used  for  the  sale  in  Illinois  of 
capital  stock  of  any  insurance  companies  in  process  of  organization  or  al- 
ready organized.  Expenses  of  organization  are  also  limited  thereby  to  20 
per  cent  of  the  selling  price  of  the  stock.  The  organization  of  a  domestic 
company  must  be  completed  within  two  years  from  the  filing  of  its  declar- 
ation of  incorporation.
